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13 But the time draweth nigh unto hand, that 
ye ſhall repent of the evil which ye hath done, but 
the people will not hearken unto your voice. 


14 They ſaid unto you make our yoke a little 
lighter, that we may get bread for ourſelves, for 
our wives, and for our children; but ye would not 
hearken unto their voice, 


15 But inſtead thereof, ye chaſtiſed them with 
whips and with ſcorpions, and gave their bread 
unto ſtrangers, which fighteth for your Juſt, the 
gold and the ſilver, alſo, hath thou taken from 
thy people, and given unto foreign PRINCES, as 
it pleaſeth thee, 


16 And the children of A!bo, ſaid unto thee 
Rrroxku, and ye hallowed out TREASON,

17 And theſe men whom the children choſe to 
ſay unto you REForm, caſt ye into dungeons, 
and fought to take away their lives, that ye might 
purſue on in your wickedneſs, but the lord their 
Cod ſaw that they had done no evil, and ſo he 


delivered them from out of your hand, and from 
your writh. 


18 But becauſe thou hath done this and was 
not aſhamed, will the lord God cauſe the people 
whom thou hath oppreſt, to forſake thy laws, and 
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reſiſt from thy power for thou hath dealt wickedly 
with men. 


19 And it ſhall come to paſs in that day, that 
an evil ſpirit ſhall come upon thee, and thou ſhall 
be much troubled, becauſe of the evil which thou 
hath done. 


20 And thou ſhall ſend for the player upon 
harps, the organs, the ſymbols, and flutes, 
to play unto thee to make thee merry, yet 
thou ſhall be ſad, neither ſhall the evil ſpirit de- 


part from thee. 


21 The Wallifite and the De&erites, and all the 
Pariſites ſhall attend thee, and they ſhall know 
what aileth thee, yet they ſhall not comfort thee, 
becauſe of the evil which thou haſt done unto this 
people. 

22 And when the wire men have done ſpeaking 
that which the children of ALBo have commanded, 
them, and thou anſwer them roughly, and will 
not yet hearken unto their voice, nor make their 
yoke lighter, but addeth thereto and oppreſs them 
more and more, and continue to rule them with 2 
rod of iron, then ſhall the wie men return and 
ſay unto the people, all that which thou hath ſaid 
unto them.
